THE UNION DUTIES OF EXCISE (DISTRIBUTION) 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1985 
No. 26 OF 1983 


[30th March, 1985.] 

An Act further to amend the Union Duties of Excise (Distribution) 

Act, 1979. 

Bf it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-sixth Year ot the Republic 
of India as follows; — 


1. (I) This Act may be called the Union Duties of Excise (Distribu¬ 
tion) Amendment Act, 1985. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st day of April, 1985. 

2. In the Union Duties of Excise (Distribution) Act, 1979 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act), in the long title, for the words, figures 
and letters “interim report dated the 14th day of November, 1983", the 
words, figures and letters “report dated the 30th day of April, 1984" 
shall be substituted. 
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3. Fur section 2 of the pi ai^ipch Act, iUe following section shall be 
substituted, namely.— 


*2. In this Act, the expression “distributable Union duties of 
excise’' means,— 

(a) in respect of ihe fui'uicicil year commencing on the 1st 
day of April, 1984, forty per cent, of the net proceeds of Union 
duties of excise, other than on electricity, 

(5) in respect ot of the financial years commencing on 

or after the '^st day of April, 198: forty-five per cent, of the net 
proceeds of Union duties of excise, 

levied and collected under the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944, 
and any other law for the levy and collection of such duty, unless 
the Jaw earmarks the proceeds of th duty for any special purpose. 

Eocplanation .—The expression ‘‘nei proceeds” has the same mean¬ 
ing as in clause (1) of article 879 ot the Constitution.*. 

4. Section 3 of the priTici[ril shall be re-numbered as sub-section 
(2) thereof and— 

(a) in sub-section (1) as so ro-numbered, for the words '"be 
distributed, provisionally,*’, the words distributed” shall be sub¬ 
stituted; 

(b) after sub-section (1) as su remumbered, the following sub¬ 
section shall be inserted, namely;-- 

Diir'inj the tinantial year commencing on the 1st day 
April, 1^85 and each of tlie three succeeding.financial years, there 
shall be paid, out of the Consolidated Fund of India, to the States 
sums equivalent to the distiibntaWe Union duties of excise levied 
and collected in that year, and,— 

(a) eightminths of the sums so payable during each such 
financial year shall l^e distributed to each of the States speci¬ 
fied in column (f) of Table I below in such percentage as 
is sot out against it in column (?) thereof; alnd 

(h) one ninth of the sums so payable during each such 
financial year shall be distributed to each of the States speci¬ 
fied in column (1) of Table II below In such percentage as 
is set out against it in column (2) thereof with respect to 
that financial year.
